
State Having Trouble With Constitution Revision

SACRAMENTO - (CNS) - 

Defeat of Proposition 1 it the 
November, 1968 general elec­ 
tion, has generated quite a bit of 
static around the legislature as 
to the advisability of continuing 
the activities of the constitution 
revision commission. In fact. 
there is one resolution before 
the state senate asking it* aboli­ 
tion

However, the assembly com­ 
mittee on elections and con­ 
stitutional amendments, does

not feel junking the committee 
Is 'he answer.
\ comprehensive report hy 

the committee, which is headed 
by Assemblyman Paul Priolo. 
R-Santa Monica, one of the as­ 
sembly's upcoming legislators, 
holds that the defeat of Prop 1A 
does not reflect a general inter­ 
est among Californlans In the 
termination of the revision 
project among the state's citi­ 
zen, or the termination of the re­ 
vision commission.

The commission. It will be re­ 
membered, was created many

years ago. and charged with the 
job of revising and remodeling 
California's antiquated and out 
dated fundamental basis of law.

It was successful In passing 
the first phase of revision, which 
resulted in annual legislatures, 
shortening up the wording of the 
document, and generally, im­ 
proving the document.

Defeat of the second phase 
last November was related 
largely to the proposition that 
the revisions would have elimi 
nated the direct election bv the

people for the office of state su­ 
perintendent of public schools

Pnolo's committee, in scann­ 
ing the defeated provisions, felt 
they should be re-examined to 
determine whether any or all nf 
the proposals should be re-sub­ 
mitted to the people in 197(1.

"Many thousands of man 
hours." Priolo said, "have been 
contributed to this important 
project by members of the leg­ 
islature and the commission

"The culmination of these ef­ 
forts represents a vast ex­

penditure of time, talent, and 
funds that ran ill-afford to be 
wasted by the legislature, or the 
people.

"In the special report, mem­ 
bers of the Interim committee 
have cited the need for contin­ 
uing the revision project and 
have commended the members 
of the revision commission for 
their dedication and valuable 
advice."

The commission, not stung too 
badly by the defeat of Phase 11. 
is already at work on Phase HI,

which was to have been ready 
for submission in 1970. This was 
to have been the final phase In 
remodeling the constitution had 
the voters approved Phase II.

Priolo's committee suggests 
that the second phase be taken 
over by the legislature itself, 
and revise the provisions with 
the idea of eliminating the non- 
controversial matters and re- 
submit the proposals to the 
people.

However, should this be done, 
Priolo will not rush into it la a

haphazard manner, would hold 
hearings throughout the state to 
lake testimony on both the sec­ 
ond phase of revisions, and also 
on the proposed third phase, 
which Is scheduled to be coming 
up at the 1970 general election.

In addition, Priolo seeks to 
look Into the possibility of sub­ 
mitting substantive changes, 
which engendered the con­ 
troversy in the first place, in 
separate amendments, rather 
than in a whole package, as 
were the first and second 
phases.
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A Real Deception
Gov. Ronald Reagan's $6.2 billion state budget 

and his proposals for a 10 per cent or more return of 
the surplus to the taxpayers has brought the typical 
remarks from his perpetual foe. Jesse M. Unruh. 
democratic assemblyman from Inglewood.

Uuruh called the governor's proposed return "a 
fraud on the taxpayers of California and a calculated 
effort to deceive the people of the state."

One of Unruh's own bills. Proposition 1A, which 
was approved by voters as a tax relief plan, has 
turned out to be a masterpiece in "deception."

In fact, it has so confused the people and gov­ 
ernmental officials that a special meeting of the 
assembly committee on revenue and taxation was held 
last week to determine who   if anyone   qualifies 
for the $70 rebate.

The committee also looked into such matters as 
administrative costs and timing, certification of 
claims, exclusion of welfare recipients, and tax de­ 
linquent's qualifications.

We wonder why Unruh didn't hold up last No- 
venber's general election until his own bill was "  
little more definitive."

Some Space Age Theories 
Feed on Larcenous Ideas
It may be space is a little 

like the laughing gas of the 
dentist, except you don't have 
to breathe It to get flakey, you 
only have to think about it.

That Is, some of the folk m 
the space movement tend to 
flights of fancy, and perhaps 
this has been enhanced by the 
recent success of Apollo 8.

Anway, there's a fellow we 
won't name, says the moon 
Isn't worth the trouble, and we

Petishlsm is a pretty good 
word. It was coined by Kath­ 
leen Siasz. a Hungarian-born 
writer and translator who lives 
ID London, to describe the 
cult of pet animals and the 
multi-billion dollar industries 
which have grown around it in 
recent years not only in the 
United States (for a change), 
but also In England. Germany, 
France, and Italy.

In a surprisingly scholarly 
treatise, "Petishism: Pets and 
Their peoeple In the Western 
World," she sees the "anthro­ 
pomorphizing" of pets giving 
human characteristics to them 
 a symptom of man's inability 
to relate to his fellow men 
She investigates the psychol­ 
ogy of petishism; pets as paci­ 
fication in an age of anxiety; 
pets as "emotional surro­ 
gates," and pets simply as 
substitutes for children in 
many cases.

The author conducted her re­ 
search in both Europe and the 
L'nited States. She notes that 
Americans spend $5 billion to 
$f billion a year on pets, al­ 
though to keep a dog in style 
;» considerably more expen 
sive in '.Vest Germany than in 
England or theU.S. In France, 
she tells u, the sale of pet 
foods increased by 300 per­

cent between 1M3 and 1(M, 
thanks to the efforts of Amer­ 
ican pet food manufacturers 
She quotes an American veter- 
nanan to the effect that M per
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cent of American dogs enjoy 
better medical care than bail 
the people in the world.

She looks at "pet power" 
and the absurdity of products 
manufactured, promoted and 
bought by people who fall to 
enjoy animals in their natural 
state and who have corrupted 
them into "consumers" As a 
result we have pel greeting 
cards, cookbooks for cats, hor 
oscopes, articles of clothing 
(including furs), beauty par­ 
lors, deodorants (Including a 
spray dentifrice), false eye­ 
lashes for poodles, hair-color­ 
ing that will give an aging 
graying dog a youthful look 
and, among other things for 
pets, insurance plans and sty­ 
lish cemeteries

The author apparently has 
tried to do for the dqg and cat 
industry what Jessica Mitford 
did for the undertaking game 
not long ago m "The American 
Way of Death." Her book is 
more akin to the pop sociology

of Vance Packard ("The Hid­ 
den Persuaders"), but it is a 
well done analysis, eye-open­ 
ing and appalling when one is 
confronted with some outra­ 
geous statistics and anecdotes 
which point to the downright 
unhealthy attitudes of many 
pet owners toward their put- 
down beasts.

Broadly, pets cover Just 
about anything from tropical 
fish to snakes. The author des­ 
cribes a baby chimp pushed 
around Ixxtdon streets In a 
perambulator that often goes 
with his "mummy" to the lo­ 
cal pub for a glass of orange 
juice. Apparently, too, there 
are TV commercials for dogs, 
the synthesizing and electrical 
reproduction of essential tones 
and harmonies of the dog 
whistle used at the biginning 
of dog food spiels. The sound 
is inaudible to most humans 
but urban, middleclass dogs 
often react to it with tatlwag- 
ging, barking, and sometimes 
growls.

Different types of commer­ 
cials, the author adds in this 
latest probing into the nuttiest 
of humankind, "will be de­ 
signed to appeal to different 
types of dogs, according to 
breed, size, and geographical 
area."

ought to go out to Mars again, 
a manned trip in a few years 
Many space theorists think our 
fly-by a couple of years ago 
didn't prove anything. They 
point out the strip of Martian 
crust we photographed was in­ 
finitesimal. It looked like the 
moon, but to would a strip of
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the Sahara Desert from 20,000 
miles.

Our spaceman doesn't men­ 
tion Martians, but he is fasci­ 
nated by the two Martian 
moons, and indeed they are 
fascinating. They were dis­ 
covered in 1877, and are tiny 
and clow to the Martian sur­ 
face. A few years ago some 
Joker thought they might be 
artificial satellites left over 
from an ancient Martian civ­ 
ilization.

But our spaceman thinks 
they may be fashioned of pri­ 
meval stuff, and that we could 
learn a lot by tying up to one.

His best idea is that we 
might tow one back, presum­ 
ably the smaller one, and 
check it at leisure. This would 
be Deimos, which has a diame­ 
ter of about 5 miles asd 
whizzes about the planet at an 
altitude of 12,000 miles. The 
larger, Phobos, may be a 10 
miler, and has an altitude of 
3,700 miles.

lion tons. The.se moons are 
probably not spheres, but sort 
of flying mountains.

It might seem a touch im­ 
moral to rove around the solar 
system filching satellites, but 
as we advanced people started 
centuries ago stealing earth 
patches from aborigines, we 
could doubtless Justify our­ 
selves.

So why stop with Deimos ' If 
we can capture 15 billion tons 
from orbit, we can capture the

we would have to be cautious. 
If there was a slip-up, M billion 
tons falling on a continent 
would be damned unpleasant, 
and plopping in an ocean could 
wreck the world's ports with 
tidal waves.

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State Ponders Tougher 
Laws in Swindle Field

If recommendations by the 
state attorney general's office 
are followed California citizens 
will gain a good measure of 
added protection from swind­ 
lers during this legislative ses­ 
sion.

Anyone who has unknowingly 
been bilked by a fast-talking 
salesman or a "give you a 
good deal" operator would 
agree that the state's statutes 
on consumer protection would 
leave something to be desired. 
Certainly, recent news head­ 
lines on collection agency 
swindles have only served as a 
pointed reminder to lawmak­ 
ers and the public.

Just a few 
weeks out of the White House, he appeared in the 
last issue of the Readers Digest and has a book up­ 
coming.

The attorney general's office 
has proposed a 12 point legisla­ 
tive program to bring a halt to 
some of the more unscrupulous 
shysters. It Is designed to pro­ 
tect the public from the fast- 
talking door-to-door salesman, 
the unethical auto repair shop, 
the poverty area fraud and 
various lime-payment contract 
abuses which plague Califor­ 
nia's citizens.

These proposals are aimed 
at swindles which Injure low 
income and low-middle income 
families.

Among the advocated 
changes is repeal of a measure 
approved by the legislature 
and signed into law last year. 
The statute was designed to 
permit automobile dealers to 
set back mileage Indicators on 
new cars which may have been 
driven to their point of sale.

In looking over the proposals 

we find greatly increased con­ 
sumer protection for many of 
the more common fleecing 
techniques, including a three- 
day "cooling-off period" for 
door-to-door sales during which 
a customer could act on second 
thoughts and cancel a some­ 
times hastily-made sales con­ 
tract.

The legislation may include 
such recommesdations as a 
new state agency which would 
register automobile repair 
shops and thus seek to prevent 
the fraud uncovered in that 
area.

And there would be a prohi­ 
bition of wage attachments be­ 
fore a court Judgement, and a 
requirement that firms adver­ 
tising that they conduct busi­ 
ness in Spanish must provide

Spanish-language contracts.
Under the proposal there 

would be a limit of one penalty 
for each late payment on time 
contracts In order to prevent 
the all-too-common demands 
for several penalties on a 
single late payment.

A provision for Inclusion of 

automobile leases usder the 
controls of the Rees-Leverlng 
Act which governs terms and 
conditions of automobile pur­ 
chase contracts is included In 
the proposals.

In addition, the attorney gen­ 
eral's office calls for extension 
of the Retail Installment Sales 
Act to contracts requiring four 
or more payments even If they 
do not carry a service charge, 
and a requirement that copies 
of contracts covered by the Act 
be supplied to the customers 
when they are signed.

Perhaps most Important 
among the proposals is a provi­ 
sion for exemplary damages in 
law suits based on unfair busi­ 
ness practices.

California has traditionally 
led the nation in consumer pro­ 
tection. We in the legislature 
believe that these proposals, if 
adopted, will continue Califor­ 
nia leadership.
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
